II to assist in emergencies, proved its real worth during Salem’s 
snowstorm. 
Realizing the hardships being caused by the storm, the unit 
set up emergency operations in the Memorial building before noon 
Saturday and is still keeping its 
doors open for stranded trans­ 
ients. 
More than 100 distressed per­ 
sons have been fed by the staff 
of four at the Memorial building, 
who also found tem porary shelter 
for them. 
Some 4 0 persons were provided 
quarters by the Elks club across 
the street, where cots were set 
up to accommodate them. The 
Red Cross found quarters in pri­ 
vate homes for the rest of the 
snowbound travelers. 
“Assistance was offered by al­ 
most everyone,” Miss Hazel Lynn, 
Red Cross chairman, said, “some 
of which could not be accepted 
because of lack of facilities. Tne 
V.F.W. and other organizations 
offered use of their buildings to 
quarter the stranded, but lack of 
bedding equipment made this im- 
all possible.” 
As a team the Red Cross unit, 
combined with “wonderful coop­ 
eration” by the firemen, Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and other 
volunteers, kept the assistance 
program working as efficiently 
as possible throughout the storm.

Fire trucks, jeeps and other vehicles were in constant use be­ 
ginning early Saturday morning, hauling emergency cases, doctors, 
nurses, medical supplies and food to the city’s two hospitals and 
didn’t ease up till noon Sunday. 
In all, there were only five emergency patients delivered to 
the hospital, three of whom were expecllmt mothers. 
But literally 
hundreds of trips were made hauling stranded person and supplies 
to the Memorial building, where the Red Cross disaster unit volun­ 
teered to feed and find housing for the distressed. 
Doctors, too, were transported to homes where they were called 
to adm inister medical aid to the ill. There were no reports of ex­ 
pectant mothers not being delivered to the hospital on time.
